The work of the Board for the past year has been mostly 
of a routine nature, disinfecting houses after contageous and 
infectious disease, investigating various rumors and com- 
plaints, etc. There has been reported to us 1 case of typhoid 
fever, 4 cases of diphtheria, 6 cases ef scarlet fever and 9 
cases of measles. Whooping cough and chicken pox have 
been prevalent to some extent. The fact that the people in 
general realize the wisdom of isolating cases of all these dis- 
eases, goes a long way in protecting the health of the com- 
munity, andin protecting the health, no doubt, lives are 
saved. ‘The plagues and epidemics of olden times were large- 
ly due to the fact that the people did not understand the caus- 
es of these diseases or what to do to prevent their spread. 

Years ago it was the custom in installing a pump in the 
house to connect it with the well by alead pipe. We have 
had water from some of these wells tested for lead and in 
nearly every instance where lead was looked forit was found. 
No doubt nine out of every ten wells containing lead pipe 
would show lead in solution. However useful lead may be un- 
der various circumstances, it surely is not conducive to the 
welfare of man or beast when taken into the system day after 
day, no matter how small the quantity.

- In many places the schools are being enriched by the ad- 
dition of new subjects to the curriculum; the educational at- 
mosphere is full of the movement to include such subjects as 
agriculture, cooking, sewing, and many others. These are all 
excellent, and we shall doubtless live to demand them for our 
own children, But the time isnot yet at hand. Our need 
for some years is to enrich the courses that we now have by 
seeing that they are taught as they should be taught and that 
our pupils get all that they ought from what we have to offer 
them. Bee ; 

The chief subjects in our common schools today are 
Reading, Writing, Spelling, Language, History, Geography, 
Physiology, and Arithmetic, and of these the most important 
are Reading, Language, and Arithmetic. If we may have 
these well taught there will be little to.fear-as to the others. 
I wish to take up each of these three, and to point out such 
facts regarding them as appear to me to need attention. 

. Reapine. 

The course in Reading divides itself into two periods: 
Ist, the first two and a half or three years, and 2nd, the re- 
maining years of the elementary school. In the first period 
the aim is to teach the mechanics of reading, how toread. A 
child should easily pass through this before the end of the 
third year, so that at that time he ought to be able to read 
any ordinary matter at sight. I feel that ina great many 
families children may without difficulty be taught to read be— 


_ fore they are sent to school at all, and recommend that the 
attempt be made more frequently. 


_ Between the ages of four and six the child often shows 
a great desire to read, especially if he has been brought up in 
the company of suitable books, and those who have never tried 
to help such a boy or girl will be surprised at the ease and 
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rapidity with which he or she will acquire the art of reading. 
Children thus prepared may and should enter school ready to 
carry on the reading of the third or fourth grade, and not 
infrequently they may thus save an entire year. 


The teaching of small children to read is one of the most 
important tasks that falls to the teacher’s lot, and it is one of 
the subjects in which a poor teacher works her greatest harm. 
There are well defined principles of teaching that apply to 
this part of the teacher’s work, and the Normal Schools and 
Training Schools give careful training in them, so that their 
graduates may be relied upon as capable and efficient. The 
untrained teacher, especially if without long experience, gen- 
erally knows nothing at all about the child mind ahd less than 
nothing about methods of teaching a beginner to read. he 
efforts of such 4 teacher are pitifully fruitless, and a success- 
ion of such teachers in a school results in a class of children 
who ought to be able to read anything, but who, perhaps at . 
the age of ten or twelve years, cannot read the simplest. mat- 
ter so as to comprehend what it means. I have seen a great 
many children of this type, and can today point to them as 
victims of teachers who did not know how to teach primary 
reading. These young people can not, of course, make pro- 
gress in such subjects as Geography and History, where the 
preparation of the work depends on silent reading, and so 
they are held back and retarded by a lack which need not 
ever have existed. A child who can not read can certainly 
make very little advance in any other subject. 


From the fourth year through the eighth the aim in 
Reading is to give the pupil, as a recent writer puts it, “A 
taste for and a reasonable knowledge of good literature, and 
insight into the social and moral principles underlying individ- 
ual and social life.””, We have made considerable progress in 
equipping our schools with excellent material for accomplish- 
ing this aim, and we must not allow ourselves to stop. Read- 
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ing tor expression, for elocutionary effect, though not to be 
neglected, is of minor importance beside the mighty work of 
creating in our children an imagination and a power of appre- 
ciation of the great works of literature. 


LANGUAGE. 


A great many people, among whom are some teachers 
whom I have met, have the notion that when we speak of 
Language we mean English grammar. ‘This is a_ serious. 
error, and one that is responsible for a great deal of the 
weakness in the use of our language that is so conspicuous 
today. Iam working diligently in this town to point out to 
teachers that English Grammar in the elementary school is 
a comparatively unimportant subject, while Language is all 
important. It should begin in the first year of the child’s 
school life, and receive diligent and serious attention until 
the last. . 

Language work is either oral or written, and it is the for- 
mer that needs especially to be strengthened in our schools, 
The aim of the oral language teaching is to teach children 
to talk; surely no person who has evertried to get any sort 
of intelligible recitation from the average country school-boy 
of twelve or fourteen can fail to see the need of some effort 
in thisdirection. It is often next to impossible to get even 
the simplest statement of perfectly well-known facts from 
country children in the upper.grades, not because they have 
no story to tell, but because they have never learned how to 
tell it. This utter poverty of the plain English Language 1s. 
one of the saddest features of our schools today, and is the 
feature most commented on by high school teachers who. 
receive pupils from our hands. A child thus handicapped 
will continue so through life, unless by a heroic struggle he 
later succeeds in enriching himself. 

Oral language should therefore have a large place upon 
our daily timetable. The teaching should be by story telling, 


EA 
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<dramatizing, and by conversation. I know a teacher who is 
accomplishing a great deal of good in oral language by allow- 
ing at the beginning of each day a short period during which 
each pupil is encouraged to tell something that interests 
him at that particular time. Strange indeed are some of the 
stories told, but they are told in correct Hnglish and with a 
freedom and readiness thatis enviable. Needless to say these 
children, when called on for recitation in other subjects, are - 
able to tell what they know without difficulty. 

As soon as the pupil can write, he should begin written 
composition and continue it along with oral. The aim here 
is not to make a poet or an author, of him, but to. equip him 
with a very useful and important means of expression. The 
number.of people who cannot write freely and correctly is 
very large, and we can doa great deal to save our pupils 
from being thus handicapped. .This work should treat all 
matters pertaining to the ordinary written work that every 
citizen will do throughout his life, letter-writing, business 
forms, spelling, punctuation, use of capital letters, and the 
like, and should not be either elaborate or difficult. 

English Grammar should not be taken up at all until the 
seventh year, and should continue through the eighth. The 
written language should not be neglected in these years, but 
rather given more attention than ever before. I have no 
criticism of the method of teaching Grammar ; it is the easiest 
subject for most teachers, and that requiring the least knowl- 
edge. The only regret I have regarding Grammar is that we 
give too much attention to it and not enough to oral and 
written language. | 


ARITHMETIC. 


In Arithmetic we make a curious blunder in that we give 
to the first grades too much and to. the higher grades too lit- 
tle of what ought to comprise the major part of the work in 
this subject. I refer to oral drill. The bane of Arithmetic 
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teaching in this town today is the text-book, especially the 


text-book in which the answers to the problems are given 3 
the fault lies not with the book, however, but with the teach- 
er, and also with the popular conception of how Arithmetic 
ought to be pursued. I sometimes feeithat it 1s the pupil and 
not the subject that is pursued, by the text-book, for so great 


_is his dependence upon rules and answers that he is as if pur- 


sued by some demon that takes away all his independence of 
mind and his power of thought. The mania for getting over 
a certain number of pages of a book, and for covering so many 
topics or subdivisions, together with the habit of wor king 
with one hand,holding nie pencil and the other inserted in the 
“Answer Pages,” are robbing our schools of the drill that 
alone can accomplish what Arithmetic is expected to do. 

For by Arithmetic we ought to develop in our children 
mental alertness, the ability to think clearly, rapidly, and ac- 
curately. Instead of this we are wasting their time and en- 
covering whole pages of 
paper with the most intricate problems which demand no 
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ergy upon nothing but ‘figuring,’ 


thought whatever beyond the application of some perfectly 


simple principie laid down in a rule, but which exhaust their 
patience and arouse their disgust. 

‘It is said that nine tenths of the teaching in Arithmetic 
ought to be oral and without any text-book, and I believe 
that this is true. The problems should be simple and numer- 
ous, new principles should be presented by the teacher, rules 
should be left in the background. With the subject treated 
in this way we might escape from the old custom of ‘figuring 
through the book,” a task which may be done without any 
great gain in mental power. And it is with this purpose in 
mind that I have required our teachers to put oral drill in 
Colburn’s Arithmetic into the work of every day. In some 
schools I can see a change already—a change for the better- 
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which cannot fail to come to all if the work is faithfully car- 
ried on. 

Now how are we to be able to accomplish, all that has 
just been presented? I have a few recommendations to make 
' that appear to me as worthy of consideration. 

First of all we must have better teachers. It isa 
erave mistake to place little children in the hands of inex- 
perienced, untrained girls, expecting them to receive the 
right kind of teaching, for nine times out of ten they will get 
little better than nothing. With our Normal Schools sending 
out hundreds of trained teachers every year, who are glad to 
come into the rural schools and bring with them the best 
methods and an understanding of educational principles, 
there is no excuse for poor teachers, especially in a town 80 
near the large cities as Londonderry, I urge that we adopt 
the policy hereafter of filling vacancies with none but gradu- 
ates of Normal or Training schools. | | 

It will be easier to induce the better class of trained girls 
to come to Londonderry to teach if we may have a longer 
school year, and I recommend that we make provision for a 
year of thirty-six weeks. If we wish the best teachers we 
must offer as great inducement as possible for them to come, 
for we should bear in mind that superintendents everywhere 
are trying to hire these same teachers, and that it is only nat- 
ural for a young woman to go where the advantages are 
greatest. Let us go into the market early in the summer and 
engage our new teachers for the coming year. Let us engage 
them for the entire year, making & contract with them so that 
they may know just what to expect as to salary and number 
of weeks, and let us hire the best that we can afford. With 
the two dollars a week from the State to add to what we are 
already paying inexperienced girls we ought to get the very 
pick of the Normal Schools. 

With a full year of schooling and with a competent and 
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_ permanent teaching force, changing as it inevitably must at 
the end of the year, but continuing unbroken during the year, 
our schools soon ought to be as good as any in the state. 

I wish in closing to express my gratitude to all who have 
aided me in my efforts to improve the schools.

Your School Board have this year continued the same 
arrangement as last year in regard to the organization of the 
Board with Mrs. Mabel M. N. Adams acting chairman. 

We decided to continue giving prizes for largest per cent.. 
of attendance the school being divided into three sections and 
those receiving the prizes are as follows: Nos. 3, 5, and 7. 

We have at all times endeavored to secure the best of 
teachers and to retain them whenever possible. These how-. 
ever, are not always Normal School gradutes, for many times 


the natural teacher of experience is preferable to a young — 


graduate from a Normal school. 

‘The school year has been thirty-four weeks in length 
and owing to good walking and pleasant weather the attend- 
ance has been good. 

The beginning of the fall term in Schools No. 1, 4 and 
8 was delayed one week, in No. 1 by the resignation of the 
teacher, Mrs. Bertha Wiggin, only a few weeks before the 
term was to have begun, Mrs. Wiggin leaving to accepta 
school in Derry. Miss Gertrude Merrill resigned her posi- 
tion as teacher of School No. 4, just before the term was to. 
begin, being unable to secure a boarding place where she 
could return home every Friday. Miss Pearl Reid also being 


obliged to resign her position as teacher of school No. 8, the © 


day before the term was to begin, on account of thes evere ill- 
ness of her father. 

Your school Board has thoroughly repaired School house 
No. 9, changing the mode of entrance, thereby making the 
inside larger; a new chimney was laid at the end of the house. 
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the old one not being safe, and the building received a coat 
of paint on the inside and outside as well. 

School houses Nos. 2, 6 and 8 have been given a coat of 
paint on the outside and other minor repairs have been made. 

_ The work of the Superintendent has been continued on 

the same plan as last year, this town paying one-fifth of the 
salary of $1400 in return for services rendered by him one 
day in each school week. ‘The result of his year’s work will 
appear in his report to which your attention is called.
